\ mosl successful meeting of the 
Philosophical Society »a> held in 
si rat henna Hall lasl evening, when, 
before a large ami appreciative audi- 
ence, Dr. av. Caldwell delivered an 
ahlc discourse on tho sttbjeei oi "A, .1. 
tlalfour's Recent Glasgow Lccttiri on 
Theism and Humanism." 

Mr. c. X. Clark, the president of the 
Philosophical Society, occupied lite 
chair, and, after welcoming the gliosis 
present on behalf of the Society, call- 
ed on the speaker of lue evening lo 
commence his address. 

In introducing the subject, in. Cald- 
well explained that if lucre «as one 
thing thai more than any other had 
now definitely taken hold of the popn 
lar conviction in regard lo the war, 
II "as the truth thai the war v^as 11I- 
limatcly une about the philosophy ol 
life of the belligerents. 

The speaker then dwelt upon the 
Importance of Mr, Balfour's recent 
book oh "Theism and Humanism," 
which reproduces the substance of ihe 
celebrated Gifford Lectures, delivered 
by Mr, Dalfour at the University ol 
Glasgow, 

"There is no reason.'' said Dr, Cald- 
well, "for ignoring the fact thai up to 
the moment of these lectures, Mr. Dal 
four stood before the thinking public 
of to-day as a prominent Conservative 
leader in the world of affairs, whose 
final philosophy of affirmation wan 
based on a somewhat sceptical or di- 
alectical theory of the first principles 
of thought and conduct. 

"What I shall here attempt," con- 
tinued the speaker, "is an examination 
of some of die phases of the philoso- 
phy that underlies this lasl book of 
his in 1 ho light partly of his prcvlou: 
work, and partly of some of the mort 
Important tendencies of our tunc 1 
shall find importance in its omissions 
and its manifest hostilities, as well as 
in its general line of arguments and 
ils main conclusions, 

Dr. Caldwell then dwell upon Mr, 
Dal four's point of departure, which, 
he slated, was the commousense be- 
liefs of mankind, the inevitable be- 
liefs of men in regard to (It the world 
of our ordinary daily life mid tin 
things and persons of our ordinal'} 
experience; (2) the world of duty 
ami the great ends of action; («) the 
world of beauty, including "history," 
'romantic lo\c," etc., and the emo- 
tions it arouses. 

The speaker then elaborated upon 
this eonimonsrnse philosophy of man- 
kind and its various phases. Mr, Ual- 
four then devotes, he stated, manj 
pages of his argument to the consid- 
eration of the "intellectual values" of 
science, of mathematics, ami of the 
general philosophy of nature; the be- 
liefs in probability, in coillillllily, in 
the universality of causation, the con- 
servation of energy, and so on. 

"Mr. Dalfour," continued Dr. Cald- 
well, "sees clearly, and is ably inc. 
pared to prove thai all philosophy, ra- 
tional as well as empirical, tests upon 
assumptions. That the latter, ih" ex- 
perience philosophy of Mill and Spen- 
cer certainly does so, has, of course, 
bien demonstrated again ami again in 
England, both by Mr. Ralfour himself 
in his previous books, and in the 
many expositions of the rcconll) 
dominant Kantian or Hegelian school, 
by Green and Hie Calrds and their 
associates. 

• The chirr difficulty, to be sure, or 
the average, reader with Ins lectures, 
will ho that .Mr. Dalfour set ms in 
them to be trying to pass in Hie old 
mid-Victorian way from sense and 
science 10 a Beyond, to a God and 
Heaven thai have 110 definite hold 
upon the world that now is. Prom an 
apparently Inevitable naturalism ho 
would pass, as it were, lo an hypo- 
thetical supernal urn I ism." 

Discussing Mill, the speaker said.: 
"Mr. .Mill is indeed tin outstanding 
figure in the middle of British nine 
teenth century thought, and a fint 
Englishman, .1 veritable sain 1 of Na- 
tionalism and all thai ; but a mosl Im- 
perfect thinker from the point of all 
constructive philosophy, lb- 1 Mi' 
most typical of all the transitional 
writers of ilie lime, a man who, ir ho 
had suddenly gone into Heaven oui 
of his permanent possibilities of sen- 
sation and his probable future of the 
working classes, would have at once 
set about examining the machinery of 
the place." 

Tho paper was very well received 
by all present, and provoked some in- 
du sting discussion. Mr. Norman Mur- 
raj "expressed himself rather vohc- 
ment I y on the subject 0 f philosophy 
in genera), besides hating a thing or 
two to .'ay about Christianity.

The regular meeting of the McGill 
Chemical Society was held yesterday 
afternoon at five o'clock. Mr. V. H. 
Mottram. of the Department of Phy- 
siology, read a very interesting paper 
on "The Dissociation of Oxy-Haemo- 
globin." 

The speaker first of all gave an ex- 
planation of the part played by 
haemoglobin as a carrier of oxygen. 
In the lungs the haemoglobin absorbs 
0. and oxy-haemoglobin is formed, 
Which is a bright red pigment. The 
haemoglobin gives up its, oxygen in 
the tissues, and becomes purple or 
blue in color. Consequently, the blood 
in the arteries is bright red, while the 
blood in the veins is much darker in 
tint. It has not yet been definitely 
determined whether oxy-haemoglobin 
is a chemical compound or not. 

The facts that the absorption 
spectrum of bucruogbllu is different 
from that of oxy-haemoglobin 
also that a thermal change takes 
place on oxidation, seem to point to 
chemical combination. 

The dissociation curve of oxy- 
bacmoglobiu was then exhibited. The 
amount of oxy-haemoglobiu formed 
was plotted against the pressure of 
the oxygen. The percentage of oxy- 
baemoblobln formed increased with 
the pressure of the oxygen till at 
about So mm. practically all the 
haemoglobin was oxidized. The 
haemoglobin takes up oxygen in the 
lungs at about SO mm., where it is al- 
most completely saturated, and gives 
it out again in the tissues, where the 
pressure of the oxygen is only about 
20 mm. The curve for puro haemo- 
globin would indicate that the oxy- 
haemoglobin gives up only about half 
its oxygen in the tissues, and it is 
known that in the case of the human 
budy much more oxygen than this is 
given up. ' This is explained on ex. 
amining the dissociation curve for 
blood, in which the curvo is much 
displaced to the right, which means 
that the oxy-haemoglobin parts with 
much more of its oxygen at low pres- 
sure than in the case of the pure oxy- 
haemoglobin. This alteration is found 
to be due to three causes: 1. Presence 
of salts in the blood. Presence of 
carbon dioxide. 3. Much higher tem- 
perature of the blood as compared to 
normal room temperature. Warm- 
blooded animals have, therefore, a dis- 
tinct advantage over cold-blooded ani- 
mals. It is found that Europeans 
have a steeper dissociation curve than 
Americans. Persons with a steep 
curve are called "pleonctic," while 
persons with a less steep curvo are 
called "meionectie." Mcionectic per- 
sons consequently have an advantage 
of Dleoncctlc persons In work at high 
altitudes. 

At tho close of the address an in- 
teresting discussion ensued. Dr. John- 
son showed that, according to the 
phase rule, the dissociation curve of 
oxy-haemoglubln Indicated that no 
definite chemical compound was form- 
ed between oxygen and haemoglobin. 
Tho meeting then adjourned, after 
tendering a hearty vote of thanks to 
the speaker.

THE WESTERN BATTALION. 



Representatives of Universities Are 
In Ottawa Seeing Sir Sam 
Hughes. 

Nothing definite concerning ihe 
proposed Western Universities battal- 
ion will be known until the represen- 
tatives of the various institutions con- 
cerned have met In conference at Ot- 
tawa with Major-General Sir Sam 
Hughes. These representatives nr.* : 
President Tory, of the University of 
Alberta ; President Murray, of the 
University of Saskatchewan : Presi- 
dent McLean, of the University of 
Manitoba; Principal Whidden, of 
Brandon College; Captain Halpeniiy, 
of Winnipeg, and Président «vesbreok, 
B. C. University. 

This means that the University of 
British Columbia pledges itsel to 
raise a company of 250 men, recruited 
from students, alumni and friends of 
the University of British Columbia. 
The company must be reinforced 
monthly at the rate of 250 men a year- 
There are at present about 200 men 
taking the military training, which is 
a part of the course at the university 
this year. A large number of these 
students, and especially those taking 
the officers' training corps. Intend en- 
l^ting. and they will form the nucleus 
of the company.

A graduate serving in Prance with 
the Royal Army Medical Corps, writes 
as follows: 

It was just four months ago that the 
hospital uuit to which I am attached 
lefi Havre for our station, back of the 
line "somewhere in Northern France." 
Our orders to move came one morning 
in August, and two hours later we 
were on the hot, dusty eight-mile 
march to the docks where our twenty 
tons of hospital equipment were 
stowed. This we had to transfer 
through traffic crowded streets, In the 
heat of the afternoon, to the entrain- 
ing shed about three miles away, had 
to hurry about it, too, and fight for 
train space in the confusion that al- 
ways abounds when thousands of 
troops arc on the move- But all was 
snug at last, the last bale of dressings 
inboard, and our men packed away, 40 
lo each dinky little French "goods 
! truck." and at about 10 o'clock wc 



land, France, lOgypt and Malta, ami 
many other pla :os 

I shall only try to loll you now 
what happens to the wounded man 
from the time ho is hit until he 
reaches one of the big English hospi- 
tals. 

lu a "dtig-otii," hack of the fire 
trench, is the regimental medical offi- 
cer, and to him is taken the wounded 
Tommy by a couple of his mates. The 
K.M.O. dresses the wound and at the 
first opportunity stretcher-bearers 
carry the patient down the communi- 
cating trenches to the field ambulance 
advanced dressing station. This is 
usually about a mile hack of the fir- 
ing line, in a farm house cellar or 
dug-out as Is most convenient, and 
here the wounded gradually accumu- 
late during the day and are cared for 
by n compel cut surgeon and assist- 
ants, who re-dress the wounds nnd 
make the patients comfortable until 
after night fall, when the ambulances 
are brought up, and take them back to 
the field ambulance main station- 
Again the patients are looked over by 
the ambulance surgeons, emergency 
operations are done, the hopelessly 
wounded are kept and all others made 
ready for the trip by motor ambulance 
convoy to the nearest casualty clear- 
ing station, which is usually about 
eight or ten miles back or the firing 
line, and as near as possible lo a rail 
head. The time taken from the fire 
trench to C. C. S. Is from 12 to 24 
hours. 

Varied Operations. 

Though called a station, the C. C. S. 
Is really a hospital, where the more 
seriously wounded find comfortable 
beds in warm wards, arc cared to? by 
sister nurses, and receive whatever 
surgical treatment may be needed. An

"After a great deal of trouble, a 
créât many visits over the beaten path 
"lo the War Office in London, 1 was 
tgiven permission to go to the front 
'with the British army, and there lo 
isee everything from the base to the 
itirst iine of trenches, and it is the 
Istory of these experiences that T bring 
ho you to-night. I have lived the life 
«f tht trenches among the men, and I 
hare been forced to admire that pa- 
tience and pluck which make men 
Wheerful in such a situation. 

British Intelligence Work. 

. "There are many things connected 
>with the intelligence work of the 
(Allies that t cannot tell you about to- 
'nlght, but I want to assure you that 
ir is one of the finest and most com- 
plete in all the world. Britain knows 
what her enemy is doing, and the en- 
emy, of course, Is trying its best to 
know what Britain and her Allies arc 
doing. Sometimes both parties get so 
<iose together In the fight that, in the 
<iead of night a German officer will 
imake bis way into the lines of the 
'Allies and pass himself off for a 
'Frenchman. Usually the deception 
doe* not last long. I remember a case 
of this kind happening, and soon a 
telephone mesaBge came to our head- 
quarters with the information that 
the French officer sitting at our table 
•wai a spy. Well, it was his last meal 
at that table. There is no cause to 
feel blue about conditions. In fact, 
the only place where people get blue 
is in England. At the front they are 
optimistic. They know the situation. 
iAnd they know that they have the en- 
emy in a position where one day they 
*will drive them from the" positions 
they now hold, and which sonic people 
îthink they arc going to hold

" Britain has at the front to-day 
the best and the. most daring avia- 
tors in the world. The spirit of sport 
is not dead yet in the Englishman, 
and he shows it in his air work- I 
"have lived in dose touch with avia- 
Itors. and their work Is really mar- 
velous. It is in aviation that tie Brit- 
ish excel. Their cool heads and great 
nerve serve them well in such work. 
Their eyes are keen, and when lO.MOo
